dykstra's world 

Recipient of awards from 2 Academies— the 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts & Sciences and 
the Academy of Science Fiction, Fantasy & Hor- 
ror Films— 31-year-young John Dykstra, the 
dynamo behind the special effects of STAR 
WARS, has gone galactic to the tune of $1 
milli on an hour for Battlestar Galactica, most of 
the series’ cost being charged against models & 
monsters, strange domains & gigantic destruc- 
tion. Producer Glen Larson dreamed of this epic 
project a decade ago when Man first set foot 
upon the Moon, when Clarke & Kubrick dizzied 
the world with their SPACE ODYSSEY of 2001; 
Dykstra seemed determined to destroy his 
dream in 50 days! 


Destroy isn’t quite the correct word, of course, 
as the “dykstruction” wrought by jovied jiant 
John has “simply” (not always so simply) been a 
matter of brin^g to vivid visualization the 
written instructions of the wordsmiths responsi- 
ble for the scripts. 

The first 3-hour segment was supposed to be 
completed in slightly under a month but took 
closer to 2. And the costs soared like— dare we 
say it?— CTand Larson-y. But the riveting re- 
sults would appear to be worth it: 3 out of 4 TV 
experts polled in advance gave Galactica high- 
est marks: “3”, which, according to TV Guide, 
translates into a show certain to be a hit.

Somehow he had found their camp and in- 
vestigated. I had reared Joe to maturity, 
unaware that he was the strongest & largest 
gorilla in existence. So when the men saw him, 
their first reaction was terror. 

“Joe probably couldn’t figure out why the lion 
was in the little box. He began to pound on the 
top. He checked the sides. Shook it a little. 
When the lion roared he jumped back. Joe, mad 
at himse’i', pounded the ground with his fist, 
then re iched around by the bars. The lion’s 
claws raked his hand. He pounded the ground in 
fury, started shaking the cage and he tipped 
it over. 

'rawford, I learned, wanted to shake Joe but 
Mai^. stopped him.

“He roared his defiance as the cowbovs rode 
past him.

I 
was dressed in a floor-length gown and my 
piano-playing was certainly not what a 
sophisticated Hollywood audience expected. 
Then Max shouted: ‘Ladies & Gentlemen! Mr. 
Joseph Young of Africa ! ’ 

“Every light in the place went out. The or- 
chestra swelled as a single spotlight shone down 
upon me . . . and a circular section of the stage, 
just large enough to hold me & the piano, 
started to rise slowly until it was 12 feet above 
the audience. Then the lights came on! 

“The astonished gasp from the audience as 
Joe was revealed, his 2 big hairy hands sup- 
porting the platform, was worth it all! Joe was 
wonderful.

He yearned to 
roam thru the trees and the wide, spacious 
African veldt.

“Once I tried to convince Mr. O’Hara to let us 
return to Africa.

3 drunks became belligerent. They felt cheated. 
One of them got the idea to buy a drink for the 
‘big monkey’. 

‘Each man put a bottle under his coat and 
they staggered toward Joe’s cage.

loe Bonomo 

When I was a boy, I thought of him as the 
strongest man in the world. 

He was called “the mightiest man in the 
movies”. 

He played a couple of “manimals” in the 
original ISLAND OF LOST SOULS. 

He wrestled with lions & leopards, pythons & 
alligators, wild horses, wild boars, and man- 
eating sharks long before Bruce was bom. 

He broke 37 bones but loved his work. 

He stunted for the movies from Alaska to 
Mexico, dared make “The Dive of Death” from 
Suicide Cliff in Laguna Beach, Calif. 

He said of him: “He teetered on the highwire 
of life, where one slip would lead to eternity. ’ ’ 

One of those slips cost him the role of Edgar 
Rice Burroughs’ world-famous apeman in TAR- 
ZAN THE MIGHTY. Joe tells it in his own wor- 
ds in his book THE STRONGMAN: 

“During the third day of shooting, still insist- 
ing on doing my own stunts, I was yodeling my 
Tarzan cry of defiance as, grasping rope vines, I 
recklessly swung myself from tree to tree thru 
the jungle. As I reached the top of one of my 
long swings, the rope vine snapped and they 
picked me up with a compound fracture of the 
left leg. I also injured my right hip but that- 
seemed unimportant at the time. Into the old fa- 
miliar hospital I went . . . this time for 7 weeks.” 


By the time he got out the production was can- 
celed. Eventually it was made with Frank Mer- 
rill in the part which was to have been played by 
Joe. He shrugged philosophically: “So that was 
that!” 

substituting for chaney 

Again, in his book THE STRONGMAN, the 
late Mr. Bonomo tells how he took the place of 
Lon Chaney Sr. in an important scene in a 
Chaney classic. 

At Universal Studios I was introduced to Irv- 
ing Thalberg. 

“7s everything I've heard about you true, 
JoeV' he asked. 

"Well, I don't know, Mr. Thalberg," I 
laughed, "What did you hear?" 

Some fabulous things about your stunt 
work. " 

"Heck, Mr. Thalberg, I was only an amateur, 
then. You should see me now!" 

He smiled. "Just don't try to do it all at once, 
Joe. We'd like to keep you around for awhile. " 

Then he pushed a button for an assistant-as- 
sistant and instructed him to show me around. I 
was introduced to a lot of big people, shown the 
dressing rooms, the special costume depart- 
ment, the makeup department and some of the 
studios. I noticed the stars all had their names 
on their dressing room doors. 
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As one of the Manimals 
in the Original ISLAND 
OF LOST SOULS 
( 1933 ). 
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At the end of the tour I had a warm feeling of 
being “in". Then I was introduced to the head 
casting director. He had adding machine eyes 
that were totaling me up as he shook my hand. 

“As long as you're HERE, Mr. Bonomo . . 

“Just call me Joe, ”/ said. 

“Well, as long as you're here, Joe, you may as 
well go to work. " 

“The sooner the better," I said. . . and I 
meant it. 

He called another assistant assistant. “Fit 
Mr. Bonomo to a Lon Chaney costume. He may 
be doubling in the Hunchback.' Then take him 
out to the Cathedral. So long and good luck, 
Joe. " 

What a thrill! My first day in Hollywood and I 
was doubling the title role in THE HUNCH- 
BACK OF NOTRE DAME. It wasn't quite like 
playing the lead . . . but Rome wasn't built in a 
day and neither is a Holly wood star. 

Properly costumed, I was taken to one back 
lot where a replica of Notre Dame Cathedral had 
been erected. Lon Chaney spotted me immedi- 
ately and seemed overly pleased to see me. 

“Hey, Wally, " he called to the director, “our 
troubles are over. Here's that Bonomo guy I've 
been telling you about. " 

You will recall Lon had been one of the stars of 
A LIGHT IN THE DARK that I worked on. 

Worsley seemed delighted. “Boy, are we glad 
to see you!" 

I found out why as soon as he told me what 
my first assignment was to be. Whoever doubled 
for Chaney as the Hunchback had to slide down 
a rope from the Cathedral tower to the 
ground — a good 150 feet. The slide had to be 
done fast and they weren't sure it could be done 
successfully. At least, no one was willing to try 
it. A long, fast slide down a rope may look easy 
but actually it is one of the most difficult of stun- 
ts and all stuntmen know it. 

“But Joe’ll do it,’’ Chaney said, recalling my 
recklessness back East. 

“Not so fast,’’ I hedged, “let me see the equip- 
ment.’’ 

One of the other stuntmen eagerly handed me 
the heavy leather gloves that were to be used. I 
looked at them, then looked up at that 150 feet 
of rope dangling from the tower window. 

“And you want this done fast?’’ I asked. 

“Gotta be one continuous fast slide,’’ said 
Worsley. 

“Not in these gloves." I said, “it would be 
suicide.’’ 

Worsley was nettled. 

“You’ve changed since New York,’’ said 
Chaney. “Losingyournerve?’’ 

“No," I said cheerfully, “I’ve just gotten a lit- 
tle smarter. I'll need a couple of hours to get 
some special gloves made.’’ 

At this Worsley exploded. I might have been 
fired on the spot had not another stuntman 
( Harry, I heard someone call him ) stepped in. 

“Let me have the gloves,’’ he said, “I’ll do it.’’

I suppose he figured this was his chance to 
gain a reputation, even tho he must have known 
how dangerous the stunt was. He evidently was 
willing to gamble. 

He got into the costume, went up in the tower, 
the cameras started turning and he started 
down. (Those of you who saw the picture will 
remember that slide. ) I knew he was going too 
fast. About two-thirds of the way down he let 
out a tortured groan, let go of the rope, and fell. 
When we reached him he had a broken leg, to 
say nothing of serious hand & leg burns. The 
gloves were still smoking— they had burned 
right thru. 

A consultation followed and Worsley asked 
me how long it would take to make the special 
gloves. I said about 2 hours; so while I hustled 
off to the costume department they switched to 
another sequence. 

I made the gloves myself. I got the heaviest 
leather ones I could find and lined them with 
special thick sheets of tin foil . . . the same stuff 
used on gum wrappers ... to insulate against 
the heat. I also had long strips of foil sewed on 
the inside of my tights, from crotch to ankle. 
With this equipment the stunt was easy. We got 
perfect footage on the first attempt. The slide 
was sensational. 

It never occurred to anyone that the already 
scorched rope might have broken while I was 
coming down— but it didn’t— which goes to 
prove that stunting is more dangerous than put- 
ting your head in an alligator’s mouth. 

Well, that was my first day in Hollywood. I 


had appeared in THE HUNCHBACK OF 
NOTRE DAME. Tho audiences would never 
know it was Bonomo, I was there just the same. 
And I had gained a reputation as an efficient & 
safe stuntman. 

he went ape for lugosi 
and laughton tum^ him 
into several lost souls! 

I myself didn’t realize until he died that Joe 
Bonomo had been inside the apesuit, reacting to 
the orders of Dr. Mirakle in 1932 in Edgar Allan 
Poe’s MURDERS IN THE RUE MORGUE. 
And in the same year he played not one but 
several of the manimals, the creatures of forced 
evolution on the island of fanatic Dr. Moreau. 

You should get hold of his book and read it if 
possible. It’s fascinating. 

An old friend of Mr. Bonomo— and of 
FAMOUS MONSTERS— and of me— took me 
to meet the great stuntman in his office in New 
York City some years ago. I’ve sure been lucky 
in my lifetime to have so many fine friends. 

Joe Bonomo was born on Christmas Day 1901 
and he certainly was a present to the world of 
screen thrills & serials, of circuses & stuntmen. 

He died on 28 March 1978. 

He was, I suppose you might say, the Arnold 
Schwarznegger of his day. But Mr. Schwarzneg- 
ger has yet to play Conan the Barbarian . . . and 
Joe Bonomo has left a thousand thrills behind 
him.

the plot sickens 

When the Creature had pulled itself to its full 
height (a towering 6’5”), it snarled, smashed the 
oaken bucket with its fist, looked wildly about, 
then staggered off blindly into the night. 

It came to a hut. 

It clomped to the door. 

The door baffled it. 

It threw its entire weight against the barrier, 
hammering on the wooden frame with its open 
palms, oblivious to the splinters it was pounding 
into its spongy flesh. 

Suddemy— the door opened. The Creature 
stood, momentarily baffled, arms still upraised 
in gesture of knocking.

The monstrosity sat down (kerplunk!) at the 
primitive wooden dinner table of the hermit. 

The kindly blind man offered bread to his 
guest. It was the monster’s first meal. His table 
manners were stable manners. He tore into the 
bread like Henry 8th slobbering over half a Col. 
Sander’s chicken . . . and let the crumbs fall 
where they may. 

The second course was even more of a disas- 
ter. The Monster could hardly keep the soup in 
its spoon. The liquid slid out and dribbled down 
the length of the handle. The Creature got more 
soup on its hand than in its mouth but it some- 
how slobbered thru the bowl. 

There was no dessert. (Be grateful for small 
favors, otherwise this might have been an R- 
rated film. “R” for Revolting.) 

Then — the moment the world had been 
waiting for for 60 years: the hermit offered the 
Monster a smoke!

(He hed; he’d never 
heard of lung cancer. But perhaps he could be 
forgiven for, after all, one of his “borrowed” 
eyes was myopic and the other astigmatic and 
he couldn’t read the Surgeon General’s warning 
oneachpackofcigarets.) * 

The Monster trustingly thrust one of the ugly 
brown smelly tubes of tobacco into his mouth. 

The hermit lit one end. 

The Monster puffed. 

The Monster paled. 

The Monster spluttered. 

The Monster choked. 

The Monster threw the cigar down in a red 
rage. 

It seemed he was going to attack the hermit 
and tear him limb from tree. (In other words, a 
wooden performance.) 

There was only one way the hermit could 
think of to calm down his curiously excitable 
guest. He reached for his violin case. 

from violin to violence 

The hermit placed his violin beneath his chin. 

The Monster watched in round-eyed wonder. 

The hermit placed his bow on the strings, 
drew it melodiously across them. 

The Monster reacted in surprise & pleasure. 

The familiar strains of “Swan Lake” rose from 
the musical instrument. 
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“Grrrl No pictures! No pictures!” Mon- 
ster warns photographer Daugherty. But 
Fearless Walt photographed anyway. 
(Too bad.)

Then— a sour note! 

A grimace crossed the face of the Franken- 
stein monster. 

A second wrong note! 

The Creature drew back in dismay & 
displeasure. 

The blind hermit played on, unable to see the 
glowering expression on his guest’s face. 

A third false note! 

It was his last! 

The Monster reared up from the table in a tow- 
ering outbreak of outrage. Seized the hermit. 
Wrested his violin from him. Hurled him against 
the cottage wall. 

Then— 

The Monster picked up the musical instru- 
ment. 

Like a long-practices professional, tucked the 
viohn beneath his chin. 

Placed the bow delicately on the strings. 

Drew a fine pure tone from the violin, the first 
note of “Swan Lake’’.

behind the scenes 

I spoke with Forrest J. Ackerman afterward 
{after the booing & hissing had quieted down at 
the Hollwood premiere) and asked your Editor 
how he compared this role with those he had 
played in SCHLOCK, QUEEN OF BLOOD. 
HOLLYWOOD BOULEVARD. DRACULA 
VS. FRANKENSTEIN. THE KENTUCKY 
FRIED MOVIE and THE TIME 
TRAVELERS. 

“No comparison!’’ he told me. “This role at 
last let me emote thru the full range of my act- 
ing abilities, from A to B! Everything I learned 
at Strasbourg’s during those golden days with 
Marilyn, Humphrey and all the Giants; 
everything Fritz taught me about acting; I was 
at last able to use it all in THE RETURN OF 
FRANKENSTEIN.’’ 

My head was reeling. I hadn’t realized Acker- 
man had studied at the Strasbourg Theater of 
Internal Expressionism with Monroe & Bogart, 
had been directed by Lang. 

But he corrected me. 

“No, No!’’ he said, “Strasbourg’s 
Delicatessen with Marilyn Manchu & Hum- 
phrey Yogurt.” 

“And the Giants you played with?” 

“The ball team.” 

I grasped at one last straw. “Fritz— surely 
you meant Fritz Lang?” 

“You puttin’ me on? Dwight Frye— the crazy 
Fritz who was Colin Clive’s nervous assistant.” 

smokey the unbearable 

I queried him now about the Smoking Scene. 
“After 60 years of abstinence, how did you bring 
yourself to smoke?” I asked. 

“Have to for your Art,” he replied. “As a Star 
you have to do all kinds of things you wouldn't 
do in real life— kiss girls, read Castle of 
Frankenstein, have dinner with Bob Bloch, ask 
Jim Warren for a raise . . . Altho I’ll admit that 
having to smoke that cigar was the worst thing 
yet I’ve ever been called upon to do in a movie. 

“Of course, I didn’t inhale. 

“And," Forry continued, a note of puzzlement 
creeping into his voice, T'll have to admit I 
couldn’t understand why my director, who was 
known as One-Take-Daugherty (on our budget 
it was all he could afford— sometime he couldn't 
even afford that!)— I couldn’t understand why 
One-Take-Daugherty constantly flubbed my 
smoking scene and it had to be reshot 27 times! 

“And why the Still Camerman, who looked 
supiciously like Walt Daugherty, had to take 50 
stills of me smoking instead of the usual one! 

“It took Mary Ellen Rabogliatti over an hour 
to make me up and it took me almost as long to 
remove the makeup. After the smoking scene, 
when I'd removed the makeup— which was a 
sickly green— nobody could tell the difference!” 

I asked Forry if a sequel were contemplated. 
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BRn>E or FRANKENSTEIN’S Blind Hermit plays music to soothe the savage breast of the savage beast. 


“Why,” he asked, “what would you like to see— 
THE BRIBE OF FRANKENSTEIN? DINO 
DE LAURENTIIS’ FRANKSTEIN?” 

“What would that be like?” I ventured. 

“Like his KING KONG without dinosaurs,” 
Forry replied. “It could start a whole new trend: 
THE FRANK SINATRA STORY without 
songs, a remake of DR. CYCLOPS where he on- 
ly shrinks one person and doesn’t get his glasses 
smashed, WORLD WAR 2 without Hitler & 
Hiroshima and no battles & no bombings, a 
remake of THE 10 COMMANDMENTS with 
only 3 of the Commandments ...” 

Did I detect a bitter note in the voice of the 
Ackermonster? Was it possible he hadn’t been 
exactly enthusiastic about the remake of KING 
KONG? I was about to ask when the First Com- 
mandment of Horror Films flashed across my 
mind: There are some things that man was not 
meant to know! So I let it go. 

Instead I asked, “What did you like best 
about THE RETURN OF FRANKENSTEN?” 

“The audience’s reaction,” Forry replied. 
“When I was playing the part I kept saying to 
myself, ‘Now, Forry, you’re no actor, but try to 
do your best for Boris Karloff. Act as much like 
him as you can.’ I’d like to think that, had he 
lived to see it, he too would have been amused.”

H appy birthday to YOUITheTerrorof 
Transylvania. King of the Vampires. The 
Thirsty Count. 

20 years ago, in 1958, two things happened 
which, in my opinion, had a profound effect on 
Monsterdom. 

One was the birth of FAMOUS 
MONSTERS— the first magazine of its type and 
the only filmonsterzine that has survived all 
these years while the competitors have come & 
gone. 

FM celebrated its 20th Anniverscary with 
issue #142, already considered a collectors’ item; 
now it is time to celebrate the “birth” of another 
landmark in the realm of Horror . . . 

For 1958 was also the year when 
CHRISTOPHER LEE first donned the cloak 
left empty by his illustrious predecessor BELA 
LUGOSI and electrified Children of the Night 
with what has been hailed by many as the all- 
time vampire classic: HORROR OF 
DRACULA. 

HORROR OF DRACULA. The Count in color 
at last. A film that was a major breakthru in 
cinematic terror. 

600 years old 

20 years ago it shocked moviegoers out of 
their seats— and the waves of excitement that 
one picture produced are still rippling thruout 
the world today! 

“All New!”— “Technicolor!”~“Don’t Dare 
See It Alone!” 

Every night for 600 years he rises from his 
coffin-bed to silently seek the soft flesh, the 
warm blood he needs to keep himself alive! Who 
will be his bride . . . tonight?” 

Those very words blazed across every lobby 

E oster in the world during the Summer of 1958, 
eralding the coming of the King of Vampires in 
Hammer Films’ HORROR OF DRACULA. 
Fright fans & the movie-going public in general 
waited impatiently as the film’s credits— in 
blood-red color— splashed across theater 
screens, followed by the dynamic unfolding of 
the story itself, written by Jimmy Sangster 
(based, of course, on the original novel by Bram 
Stoker). 

A diary incriminating Count Dracula 
(CHRISTOPHER LEE) is found by Prof. Van 
Helsing (PETER CUSHING) while in- 
vestigating the mysterious death of his friend 
Jonathan Harker (JOHN VAN EYSSEN), ap- 
parently the victim of the dreaded blood- suck- 
ing vampire. 

Van Helsing finds that Harker’s fiancee Lucy 
Holmwood (CAROL MARSH) also has been at- 
tacked by a vampire. Lucy’s brother Arthur 
Holmwood (MICHAEL GOUGH) & his wife 
Mina (MELISSA STRIBLING) join Van Hel- 
sing in an attempt to track down the loathsome 
undead. 

Lucy succumbs but Van Helsing is able to

release her soul from Dracula’s eternal curse by 
driving a stake thru her heart. Seemingly out of 
nowhere Dracula strikes again, this time vic- 
timizing Mina and carrying her across the 
border to his Carpathian castle. 

In a frantic chase, Van Helsing & Arthur pre- 
vent Dracula from burying Mina alive. While 
Arthur tends to his wife, Van Helsing searches 
the castle corridors for the vampire. 

Finally, in a life-&-death struggle, Van Hel- 
sing forces Dracula into the glowing rays of the 
morning sun, where the evil monster 
disinteCTates into a pile of dried blood & dark, 
fetid ash. 

down for the count? 

Reviews of Hammer’s first DRACULA were 
mixed. 

In England, where it was made, the picture 
was almost unanimously condemned! 

But the USA was a bit more lenient. One 
reviewer wrote: “For devotees of the macabre, 
HORROR OF DRACULA rates as a ‘must-see’. 
Few fictional characters are more horrendous 
than the evil Count Dracula, the undead fiend 
who has lived for untold centuries, feasting on 
the life blood of his victims. Dracula is por- 
trayed in all his frightful menace by Christopher 
Lee, remembered for his brilliant work in an 
earUer shocker, THE CURSE OF FRANKEN- 
STEIN. Audiences will have to take to their 
smelling salts or other restoratives at the 
‘liberation’ rites— the driving of a wooden stake 
thru the heart of Dracula’s victims— to free their 
souls from his power.’’ 


Word-of-mouth , it is said, is the best advertis- 
ing for any film, but with HORROR OF 
DRACULA, Hammer were taking no chances! 
“Sell it by Shriek, Shudder & Shock showman- 
ship’’ screamed the film’s campaign manual. 

air ways' scare ways 

Besides the television spots used to promote 
the picture, radio announcers across the country 
also got into the act. With a low, reverberating 
voice that sounded like an echo from Dracula’s 
tomb, the announcers intoned: 

“It’s all new! The great all-time shock story 
. . . HORROR OF DRACULA! The story of the 
terrifying lover who died — yet lived— and of the 
women who, one by one, became the grisly, 
dead-alive brides of Dracula! HORROR OF 
DRACULA— by the creators of THE CURSE 
OF FRANKENSTEIN-the unforgettable 
story of Count Dracula with Christopher Lee as 
Dracula! HORROR OF DRACULA! In 
technicolor! But — don’t dare see it alone; the 
chill of the tomb won’t leave your blood for 
hours!” 

Blood-red banners embellished with golden 
letters hung from theater lobbies, spelling out 
the title of the new shocker. Streamers, still 
displays, giant pasteboard cut-outs of 
Christopher Lee as Dracula . . . it’s no wonder 
HORROR OF DRACULA became the runaway 
success it was! 

The film is now regarded as a classic. It 
rocketed Lee & Cushing to international star- 
dom. Fan clubs sprang up on both sides of the 
Atlantic for both actors. Hammer Films became 
the World’s #1 Fright Film Factory. On top of it 
all, HORROR OF DRACULA was even nomi- 
nated for an Academy Award for “Best 
Lighting”.
